DON’T BREAK YOUR ARM 

Before you run the risk of ‘pulling a 
muscle’ by patting yourself on the back, 
you must write two more letters to your 
elected representatives. 

Assemblyman Z’berg has introduced 
the most preposterous anti-motorcycle 
legislation which we have encountered. 
His Bill, AB 2985, is so complicated and 
covers so many subjects that it defies 
summarization. Therefore, those 
portions which pertain to motorcycles 
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personally responsible for preserving are re-printed in their entirety: 


The people of the State of California do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Division 10 (commencing with Section 10000) is added to 
the Public Resources Code, to read: 

DIVISION 10. SNOWMOBILES AND OFF-ROAD VEHICLES 
Chapter 1. Definitions 

10000. "Off-road vehicle" means any motorized vehicle designed for 
or capable of cross-country travel on or immediately over land, water, 
snow, ice, marsh, swampland or other natural terrain. It includes, but is 
not limited to, four-wheel-drive or low-pressure-tire vehicles, motorcycles 
and related two- and three-wheel vehicles, amphibious machines, 
ground-effect or air-cushion vehicles, and any other means of 
transportation deriving motive power from any source other than muscle 
or wind; except that such term shall exclude any registered motor-boat, 
any military, fire or law enforcement vehicle, farm-type tractors and 
other self-propelled agricultural equipment used exclusively for 
agricultural purposes, any self-propelled equipment for harvesting and 
transportation of forest products, or for earth moving or construction 
while being used for these purposes on the worksite, and self-propelled 
lawnmowers, snowblowers, garden or lawn tractors or golf carts while 
being used exclusively for their designed purpose. 

10001. "Snowmobile" means off-road vehicle that is less than 40 
inches wide and no heavier than 500 pounds and is designed for and used 
exclusively for travel over snow or ice. 

Chapter 2. Registration and Licensing 

10010. All off-road vehicles operated within the state, and now 
registered under the motor vehicle law, shall be registered with the State 
Department of Motor Vehicles after —————————— , except for 
vehicles operated exclusively on the owner's property. Registration shall 
be for a period of three years. Registration certificates and numbers shall 
be provided to the applicant for a fee. The fee for registration of a 
snowmobile shall be —————————— for three years. 

Revenues from registration fees shall be allocated to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles to cover registration costs, for use in the enforcement 
of this division and for compensation for damage to private property 
when the identity of the vehicle or operator cannot be determined, and 
after official verification and appraisal of the damage. Regulations to 
carry out this section’shall be issued by the Director of Motor Vehicles 
within four months of passage of this division. 

10011. Every off-road vehicle operated within the state after 
Е shall display its registration number in plainly 
distinguishable characters no less than three inches high. The method of 
identification display for various types of off-road vehicles shall be 
determined by appropriate regulations of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. The identification number shall be the permanent number for 
the vehicle. 

10012. Registration of an off-road vehicle in any other state or 
province is valid in this state for a period of 20 days from the time of 
arrival into this state, provided that vehicle identification meets the 
requirements of Section 10011. 

10013. In lieu of permanent registration, nonresident owners of 
off-road vehicles may secure temporary permits and vehicle 
identification numbers for 15 days upon application to offices of the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. The fee for temporary permits shall be 


100014. No one shall operate an off-road vehicle anywhere in the 
state without a license from the state or, if a nonresident, from the state 
of his residence to operate that particular class of off-road vehicle. 
Regulations for classifying off-road vehicles and for licensing drivers shall 
be made by the Department of Motor Vehicles within six months of 
passage of this division. The minimum age for a snowmobile operator's 
license shall be 12 years and new applicants shall be required to have had 
four hours supervised instruction by a qualified instructor and shall 
demonstrate by examination and adequate knowledge of laws, 
regulations safe operating procedures, and equipment. 

10015. No person shall operate an off-road vehicle on, across, or 
within 10 feet of any public road, street or highway unless licensed to 
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operate a motor vehicle in this state. No nonresident of this state shall 
operate an off-road vehicle on, across, or within 10 feet of any public 
road, street or highway unless he is duly licensed to operate a motor 
vehicle in the state or country of his residence. 

10016. All dealers of off-road vehicles shall: 

(a) Register annually with the State Department of Motor Vehicles. 
Registration certificates shall be made available to a dealer for the fee of 
—————————— for one year. 

(b) Register the vehicle, affix the required identification number of 
the vehicle, and transfer the fee to and record the registration with the 
state. For this service the dealer may charge the purchaser a reasonable 
fee as established by the regulation of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles. 

(c) Maintain his off-road vehicles in a safe condition. No dealer shall 
lease or otherwise make available for use an off-road vehicle to a person 
whom he has reason to believe is incompetent to run such vehicle in a 
lawful manner. No dealer shall make available or sell an off-road vehicle 
unless the user or purchaser has a valid license or user permit for that 
vehicle. 

All off-road vehicles provided for temporary use by a dealer shall be 
identified in accordance with regulations issued under Section 10011. 

10017. Within 15 days of the transfer of ownership, or part 
ownership, other than a security interest, or the destruction or 
abandonment of an off-road vehicle, written notice shall be given to the 
Department of Motor Vehicles in such form as the department shall 
prescribe. 

Chapter 3. Operation 

10020. No off-road vehicle may be operated in this state if it makes 
unusual or excessive noise or if it emits obnoxious exhaust furmes. 

No new off-road vehicle or snowmobile manufactured after 
———————-—— may be sold in the state unless certified by the. 
manufacturer to conform with the noise level limitations of this section. 

An off-road vehicle that produces a sound level of —————————— 
decibels or more on the “A” scale at 50 feet shall be deemed to make an 
unusual or excessive noise. Sound pressure levels in decibels shall be 
measured on the "A" scále of a sound level meter having characteristics 
defined by American Standards Association S1.4-1961 "General Purpose 
Sound Meter". Measurements of sound pressure level shall be made in 
accordance with applicable measurement practices outlined in the 
“Procedure for Sound Level Measurement of Snowmobiles” used by the 
International Snowmobile Industry Association, January, 1969, or such 
other source of standards for measurement of sound level as the 
Department of Motor Vehicles may adopt. 

10021. No off-road vehicle shall be operated at any time: 

(a) Without working headlights, taillights, brakes and proper mufflers 
and other silencing equipment meeting the requirements of Section 
10020. 

(b) In a reckless or careless manner. 

(c) In a manner dangerous to person or property. 

(d) While the operator is under the influence of intoxicating drugs or 
beverages. 

(e) In any manner intended or to be reasonably expected to harass, 
drive or pursue any wildlife. 

(f) On any private property without permission of the owner of the 
land or his agent. 

(g) In a nursery or planting area, without permission of the owner or 
his agent. 

(h) During the hours from one-half hour after sunset to one-half hour 
before sunrise without displaying a lighted headlight, lighted taillight, 
and illuminated identification number. 

(i) Nothing in this section shall abrogate any existing rights of any 
private person arising out of or resulting from the use of an off-road 
vehicle by any other person. 

10022. No person shall litter or dispose of trash or garbage on public 
land or rights-of-way. 

10023. Firearms or other instruments used to hunt shall not be carried 
on any off-road vehicle in other than an unloaded and enclosed 
condition. 

10024. The provisions of the state Motor Vehicle Financial

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Hello AMXT followers: Snowflake here to put you up to 
date on our progress on the European racing circuit. In my last 
report I had promised to boost spirits in the Kenney racing 
ranks after a flat tire cost us a race. I honestly tried (my 
straight meat diet was at stake), but following two races side 
by side it looked like the Depression of '29 around here. 
Bercheres-les-Pierres, the Saturday race, is a good track for 
spectators and riders. It's plenty wide to pass and includes a 
number of breath-taking jumps and descents and a fast 
straight. England had the strongest representation with Vic 
Eastwood, Dave Nicoll, and Andy Lee on the line-up. Nicoll 
came through with top honors. Bryan, in 8th place and not far 
from Marcel Wiertz, the Belgian ace, claimed to be saving a few 
RPM's for the next day. 

Our race on Sunday was located near Vannes on the west 
coast of France. The track sat right up on the top of a hill 
overlooking the countryside. With a little imagination, I could 
even see the ocean. This setting will serve as the site for the 
Motocross des Nations at the wind-up of the Kenney, Grossi, 
Higgins assault in September. One word of advice from a 
fellow speed freak — fabricate some sort of ‘‘solid” rubber tire. 
This track is rocky! 

Twenty-five riders kick up a lot of dust, and after the first 
start on this rocky terrain, I was wishing the old man had 
thought to put fog lights on the Husky. By the time the dust 
cleared, Bryan was running 5th, but on the 4th lap a sharp 
rock went right through his rear tire! By the second moto, 
despite my long face, he was ‘setting high’ in the saddle and 
ready to go. Again he held onto a solid 5th position, but his 
time toward the end of the moto, another tire blew! The last 
moto we all watched from the sidelines. Bryan was studying 
the top runners’ lines. Even Wolfgang Muller, the German who 
won all three motos, looked like a sack of potatoes as he 
plowed through the washboards at the summit of one hill. 
More than one of the climbs had to be cemented because of 
the deep dug-outs worn in from years of races. We'll hear more 
from this track in September. 

No time to play last week; not that we felt like it! Bryan

turn at a previous meeting. 

A representative of NASCAR spoke 
on what the cancellation of their race 
cost the track and the City of Corona. 
He stated that there were 20 tracks in 
the United States worthy of a NASCAR 
event and Corona was one of them. He 
also pointed out that sound proofing 
can and is built into good homes and 
does cut down noise. 

Representatives of both the stock 
cars and motorcycles spoke stating that 
they would do everything possible to 
cut down on noise. 

Sound experts have told owners, 
Felice and Laura Lipari that in order to 
place the acoustical walling so that it 
does its job they have to run under all 
conditions to be aware of what the 
sound is going to do. 

When all was heard, the motion was 
made and seconded that a strong letter 
of recommendation be sent to the 
Riverside Board of Supervisors to have 
them reconsider the Injuction which 
bans all racing except Sundays, so that 
the Liparis can have the chance to 
correct the problem without going 
through a costly court fight. So far the 
District Attorney has not changed his 
mind. d 

Now it is up to the people who are in 
favor of the track, especially those who 
live in Riverside County, to write letters 
to the Board of Supervisors and the 
District Attorney and let them know 
there are a lot of people who care very 
deeply what happens to Corona. 

Since this is an election year, let them 
know how many votes they stand to 
lose if they don't start thinking about 
the motorcycle enthusiasts they 
represent.

MISUNDERSTANDING 

On Saturday, May 1, 1971, a group 
of 10 riders traveled approximately 200 
miles to race at the Chico Short Track. 
The Valley M.C. is to be commended 
for their beautiful track and the 
efficient way in which the races are run 
off, but there the compliments must 
end. i 
The 200 plus riders competed for 15 
trophies and small trophies they were. 
This club does not race according to 
district rules and does not give district 
points. None of their races should be 
carried on the district calendar as this is 
misleading to riders vying for district 
points. 

We had the understanding that all 
A.M.A. sanctioned events had to run 
according to district rules. If this club 
could see their way clear to give 
appropriate brass and give district 
points, they would have all the riders 
they could want. Until then, we won’t 
waste our time or money going there 


again. 

A GROUP OF DISILLUSIONED RIDERS 
“Apparently, this was the first time these 
riders have ridden here," states Dick McAfee, 
Sect.-Tres.. of the Valley М.С. when 
contacted. “The district rules prevent us from 
giving district points because Experts race 
against Novices and Amateurs; the rules state 
a rider must only race against those of his 
class to get points. However, the riders do 
receive national points for short track, which 
I feel is much more important, and that's why 
the AMA has listed us in the District 
Calendar. In each of the last six years, we 
have had at least two National Champions 
from our track because we race so often. As 
to the trophies, we gear it to the average 
turnout. Those 200 riders were the largest 
turnout we've ever had. We normally have 
only 60 riders and 15 trophies are a good 
total for'that. Since this was the first race of 
the year, we had no way of knowing how 
many riders to expect. On May 8th, that total 
dropped down to 90 riders.” 


POOR COVERAGE? 

Two weeks ago we had a race in our 
area called ‘“Mattewa 100”. The 
advertisement was in your paper, but 
was it covered in your paper? NO! 
Maybe you guys down South don’t even 
think we exist, but we do and we have 
just as good races here as down your 
way. There were 600 riders in this race 
so you know that this was no little 
rinky-dink race. So maybe in the future, 
like there will be a little coverage on us 
riders up north in Washington.

‘BOON’ SETS TWO RECORDS IN ONE WEEK 


W.E. Bundock is a man who loves 
motorcycles. “A bike puts a man at 
peace," he simply states. 

"Boon" Bundock attracted national 
attention on May 12 when he set a new 
record of 23 hours exactly for the 
“3-Flag Run", a run in which one man 


and one machine connects three 
countries. 

While he was making a pit stop in 
Northern California, he called 


BSA/Triumph in Duarte in order to get 
recommendation of a shop where he 
might get his year-old Trident serviced 
in San Diego. Triumph had never heard 
of Bundock before that but 
immediately made every effort to make 
the remainder of his trip as comfortable 
as possible. 

The 38-year-old truck driver’ had 
another surprise in store. He ordered a 
Bingham sidecar so he could run the 
other way from Mexico to Canada, with 
his 15-year-old son, Mike, as a 
passenger. This has never been done. 

Triumph hauled his bike into Duarte 
after the initial record run and gave it 
the treatment. New rear tire, chain, 
ignition components, filters, air 
cleaners, the works. Boon wanted D-A 
oil so they sent someone over to Ed 
Kretz to get that. Doug Bingham came 
out to put on the sidecar. Two 
mechanics spent six hours on the 
machine. 

Boon was treated like the hero he is; 
free lodging, meals and a snazzy 
pinstriping job on the faithful Triumph 
three cyclinder 


3 aped T 
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Recalls the ever humble, Bundock “1 
can't tell you how nice it is for a kid 
from the sticks to get down to the big 
town and be treated like that." 

Boon and Mike left Tijuana, Mexico 
on May 15 at 2:07 pm. In Oceanside, 
about 40 miles from the border, his new 
rear tire went flat. Gene Cox of 
BSA/Triumph later laughed, “He 
probably picked up one of our crate 
nails lying around here.” 

Once that was repaired the rest of the 
trip went off without any real problems.

Responsibility Act shall apply to off-road vehicles and their operations, 
and the application of such laws shall not be restricted to public roads 
but shall be of general application. 

10025. The operator-and owner of an off-road vehicle shall. be 
responsible and held accountable to the owner of any lands where trees, 
shrubs, crops or other property have been damaged as a result of travel 
over their premises. 

10026. Nothing in Sections 10024 and 10025 shal abrogate any 
existing rights of any private person arising out of or resulting from the 
use of an off-road vehicle by any other person. 

10027. -Any accident involving an off-road vehicle that results in 
personal injury or death or property damage over fifty dollars ($50) shall 
be reported to the Departmen of Motor Vehicles in a manner 
determined by regulations of the department. 

10029. No off-road vehicle shall operate on any state land, except on 
public roads, or except as otherwise provided in this section. 

Special snowmobile trails on any public land may be so designated 
only when the state or other public agency having jurisdiction has 
determined by its-own studies and by suitable determination of public 
opinion, after notification and public hearing, that natural, fish and 
wildlife, and other recreational, aesthetic, and public values will not be 
adversely affected thereby. 

The Department of Conservation or other public agency having 
jurisdiction, shall specify by regulation the weather and trail conditions 
that will permit proper use of such trails by snowmobiles. 

10030. Incorporated towns and municipalities shall have the authority 
to adopt ordinances regulating time periods or zones of use for off-road 
vehicles, not inconsistent with state laws and regulations. 

Chapter 4. Miscellaneous Provisions 

10040. Off-road vehicles shall not be subject to personal property or 
ad valorem taxes, but shall be subject to all general sales taxes of the 
state. 

10041. Violation of any section of this act shall be considered a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of fifty dollars ($50) to one hundred 
dollars ($100) or imprisonment up to 90 days, except when illegal 
operation of an off-road vehicle results in damage to a person or to 
property, and the penalties of other laws of this state with respect 
thereto shall be applicable. 

10042. State police, regional state park police, conservation officers, 
regional and assistant regional conservation officers, forest rangers and all 
peace officers shall enforce the provisions of this article. 

10043: This act may be known as the Snomobile and Off-Road 
Vehicle Act of 1971.

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DON CASTRO'S BIG MID- WEST WEEKEND

With a Confederate Flag in one hand 
and a full bowl of grits in the other, I 
left Atlanta, Ga., and charged for Tulsa, 
Oklahoma and the first in a series of 
three half-miles in the Mid-west. The 
first event was at the Tulsa Oklahoma 
Fairgrounds. 

Practice started about 5 and 
continued until 7:30. By this time the 
hard black grove was about 8 to 10 feet 
wide. The event was scheduled as a 
two-star or 40% purse. With 39 Novices, 
26 Juniors, and 21 Experts making up 
the field, a good night’s racing was in 
store. 

Through the process of elimination, 
via scratch ‘heats and two semis, the 
Novice field was cut to the 10 fastest 
riders making up the Novice feature. 
William Jefferson on a Bultaco was the 
first man off the line, with Delbert 
Armour on what looked like a 
box-stock DT-1 not far behind. These 
two boys really put on a show; there 
was never more than 10 feet separating 
them for the entire 10 laps. 

On the 8th lap, Armour made a mad 
dash around Jefferson and pulled out 
some 10 feet in front. Armour held on 
through lap 9 and was still leading down 
the back stretch on the last lap. Coming 
around tum four and heading for the 
checkered flag, Jefferson made a 
last-chance charge, and overtook 


Armour, beating him by less than a 
bike-length at the finish line. Charles 
Mosteller on another Bultaco picked up 
the third spot with Bultaco rider Ronnie 


Hutchens taking fourth place. 

Confusion was the name of the 
Junior and Expert events. It seemed 
someone in the timing tower couldn’t 
tell what came first: 21.31 or 22.54. 
Riders were shuffled from heat to heat 


` and some of them were shuffled right 


out of the night’s program. 

The big line-up sheet that was posted 
for the riders to gaze at, so they would 
know where they were to ride, looked 
like a Japanese cross-word puzzle and a 
poor one, at that. Things were finally 
rubbed over enough to make those that 
yelled the loudest happy. Those that 
didn’t yell very loud, didn’t ride. “Well 
— ho-hum, AMA is a little loose out 
here anyway,” said one very disgusted 
Junior, as he loaded up his machine. 
Well anyway, as the Walt Disney system 
of lining up riders for the heats 
continued, so did the racing. 

After a short intermission and the 
Novice trophy dash which Bill Jefferson 
(Bul) won, and an Expert/Junior 
Trophy Dash won by Don Castro, we 
were ready for the Junior feature. 

John Meyer led the pack into the first

The 250 Srs. proved to be the race of 
the day. The first off the line was Tony 
Martin of Topkea, Kan., on an Ossa, 
followed by Jim Malone (Suz) and 
Merlyn Michael (oss).

HART'S PLACE, CAL., May 23, 1971 
— What kind of a desert race is it that 
puts Rich Thorwaldson down in 21st 
place and J.N. Roberts so far down that 
nobody cared to count that long? That 
sees a mere 265 riders out of an 
estimated 650 starters finish the race? 
That sees super-cop Gene Cannady ona 
Yamaha 360 in first overall? It’s an 
Antelope Ramblers Hare and Hound 
and it was really something different! 

The first hint of things to come was 
the Life magazine helicopter which was 
flitting all over the sky photographing 
the starting line. Next, the smoke bomb, 
which had been burning since about 8 
o’clock, went out about 20 minutes 
before the race was scheduled to start. 
The word filtered back that some 
dumb-dumbs from the Inyo County 
Fire Department had put out the smoke 
bomb and State Highway Patrol, ever 
ready to disturb the peace in the name 
of the law, had threatened to arrest 
anyone who restarted it! Desert races 
have been started with a smoke bomb 
every Sunday for 20 years but suddenly 
the fires department thought a smoke 
bomb was a source of pollution even 
though it was 30 miles in any direction 
to any town. It’s interesting to note that 
the fire department has never seen fit to 
do anything about. that stinking, 
sky-blackening mess about three miles 
south of Mojave that's been polluting 
the atmosphere for as long as I've been 
coming to the desert (and it's usually 
visible for 20 miles) but they feel 
compelled to exercise their expertise 
against a sport po smoke bomb that's 
barely visible from the starting line four 
miles away.

That’s where the second check 
was.

high spot of the loop, a quick succession 
of two really tough hills. The first hill 
was. quite steep and littered with riders 
but there was a clearly marked alternate 
route that was quite easy. Then came a 
not-bad rocky downhill and the second 
climb. There was no way around this 
one. You either went over it or packed 
it in. When I got there, there were easily 
200 riders in one stage or another of 
disaster. 

When the club laid out the run, the 
hill was difficult, but a long ways from 
impossible. Several of the girl riders in 
the Antelope Ramblers had gone up it 
without much problem. But after 50 or 
75 riders went up, the hill changed. A 
useful slope of shale had broken away 
and beneath it was sand with no 
bottom. After the first few riders, no 
one got up without pushing, even those 
with 400 Huskies and Triumph sleds, 
but it could be done by those in good 
physical shape with decently geared 
bikes. Two girls got over and went on to 
finish. But for a good half of the entry, 
that hill was the end of the race. 

After the hill, it was a fairly straight 
run down the rock-strewn slope to the 
pits.

238 eei p F-4 CARBURETOR CHECK 


Many owners of Kawasaki 238cc F-4s болоо referred to as a 
250) are not aware of a few of the problems that they can have with the 
carb on this model. A lot of the problem stems from the fact that the 
carb is encapsulated (anyhow, it is supposed to be) in the right-hand 
cover where no dirt can get at it and also where the rider cannot see it to 
check it out or louse it up as the case may be. 

There are a couple of problems that crop up that the owner may not 
be aware of that can be checked quite easily with a minimum of trouble. 
One is whether or not the carb area is sealed off from dirt and dust or 
not. Another is one that is seldom noticed, it is the fact that the machine 
has never been able to get full throttle because the oil pump cable stops 
the throttle assembly before it has a chance to open the carb completely. 

Shown here are some of the things to check on your F-4 to see if you 
might be having problems that yon didn't know about and how to check 


to see if they are right or not 





3.) Notice how filthy the inside of this 
carburetor chamber is. This is a result of the 
top rubber cap not being secure. Largest 
detrement of this is the amount of dirt that 
went through the carb and into the engine. If 
necessary, seal the edges of the cap with RTV. 
This silicone rubber -seal is available from 
Flanders Co. in small economical tubes that 
are handy for the home mechanic. 





4.) First check that the carb is tight on the 
mounting flange. If not, tighten through the 
hole provided by removing the rubber plug. 
Next check the adjustment of the idle air 
screw by running it all the way in and backing 
it out 175 turns. 













5.) Many F-4's do not get full throttle because 
oil pump stop (arrow) keeps the throttle from 
opening all the way. When checking, open the 
throttle all the way (naturally this is done 
with the engine not running) and see that the 
pump arm hits the stop pin as shown.

6.) Still holding the throttle full open, grasp 
the cable housing at the top of the throttle as 
shown and pull up. There should be no play 
in the cable, if there is, take it out with the 
adjuster at the top of the carb. Take care not 
to take too much or the throttle will keep the 
pump from being full open. They should both 
be wide open with nil play in either cable. 
Now button it back up and give it a try.
